Of all the God-like attributes, the possession of
which in a greater or lesser degree, stumps upon
mortal man the divine image of tho immortal
Creater, chiarity stands forth pre-ominent. Hewho,
when his head reposcth on his nightly pillow, can
call to mind an act of charity performed that dany—
a fellow ereature rendeved happier ‘by his well-
timed bounty—shall close his eyelids in a swoet and
happy sleep, whilst approving angels hovering
arounud his couch shall fan him with their heavenly
wings, and bear him blissful dreams, In all the rich
garniture of gracesplanted by virtue in the human
breast, Charity, the brightest gem, twin sister of
Religion, sheds forth the most brilliant lustre, the
dazzling rays of which oven “covercth all sins.”
In the exercise of this God-like altribute, the ten-
der heart of woman finds a heavenly consolation,
oven when, beset by life’s vicissitudes, sho bows
down beneath afiliction's chastening rod.

The Dulke of Sonora.

During the war, public attention was so much
absorbed in our domestic affairs, that foreign
politics was all but a sealed letter to us. This
was natural. What cared we for a revolution in
Greece, the expulsion of King Otin, and the elec-
tion and coronation of a Danish prince, now ruling
under the title of GeoroeI? No, wo had the
Greeks at our door; and God knows they knocked
loud enough for admission. Occasionally the
newspapers would give us a stray paragraph about
the French and their doings in Mexico, or about
Sir Jonx Bownmva and his ready method of deal-
ing with the pig tails—a regular bull in a china
shop. But desultory items like these made no
impression upon the reader, and-the close of the
war, a8 it found most of us uncomfortably inno-
cent of anything like an available circulating me-
dium, also forced us to the confession of total
ignorance of anything that had transpired in
the outeide world during the past four years.

Ono of these topies, frequently alluded to, was
& colony to be formed in Sonora by Dr. Gwi, late
United Btates Benator from California. We had
heard that he was the right-hand man of the Em-
peror Maxmriax, and that the latter, in token of
recognition of the valuable services he expected
from Dr. Gwin, had conferred a patent of nobility
upon him, under the title of Duke of Sonora.
We met many of the noble Doctor’s old friends,
who had known him well in his old ante-ducal
Chlifornia days, who, of courge, were much plens-
ed to hear of their friend’s prosperity, and hoped,
in case of the worst coming to the worst—* if we

to sign the treaty arranged botwoen NAvoreowx
and Dr, Gwmy. There was, thorefore, nothing for
it but to submit to his ill fortune with the best
grace hie could command. About the first of Juno
Ingt he left DMexico for Matamoras, decidedly
erest-fallon; sinco which time we have henrd noth-
in of him. And this is the end of tho bubble.

A sad reverso, truly, to the individual Dr,
Gwin., Whethor the growlh and development of
poor Mexico is thereby retardod is another ques-
tion that we will not now stop to consider. And
poor Mrs, Gwin, the fascinating hoatess in Paris—
alroady tasting the sweets of a coronot—the
cynosure of all eyes, in her brilliant drawing-
rooms—where she sab, rosplendont with dia-
monds, under tho chandelier—never lost sight of
by soveral most gentleman-like deteotives. So
many dinmomls requiro an Argus, even in a
ducal palnee, it wonld seom. We feel sorry for
this victim of tho fickle goddess. How true the
old saw: “There is many a slip between the cup

LETTER FROM NEW YORI,

[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.]

New Yorg, December 2.—There are somo things
that, when done on a small seale, bring down upon
the perpotrators the indignation and censure of n
community, whilst the man who does the same
thing on n grand scale is respected and courted by
all. The individual. who lends you ten dollars,
and receives your watch in pawn as security, iaa
pawnbroker whom every body despises, and at
whom the public noso is ever eclevated in con-
tempt; but the millionaire who advances you ten
thousand,, charging an exorbitant interest, and
taking as security a mortgage on your house, is’
respected as a capitalist, o moneyed man, a mer-
chant prince, If an individual cuts n friond's
throat in theo dark he is a murderer and is sentenc-
ed to dance in the air with a rope argund his neck;
but if a railrond company, through the careless-
ness of one or more of its employees, allows two
trains of cars to run into each other, smashing up
things in general and killing a great many pasacn-
gers in particular, the law turns a lenient eye to-
wards the wholesale murder, and twelve stupid
men decide that nobody is to blame, One of those
respectable cases of wholesale homicide has just
been enacted on the Now Jersoy railroad. An ex-
press train and o coal train collided, smashing up
some of tho cars, upsotting others, and, worse
than all, killing seven persons and maiming sev-
enteen. It was, of course, nobody's fault.

Many persons are under tho impression that
Fenianiam is a bubble which must socon burst,
collapso ond disappenr. If it be a bubble, somo-
body has been blowing at it most persistently and
vigorously, for it certainly is beginning to assume
pretty respestable proportions, The Fenians ac-
tually have n sort of capitol here, Their head-
quarters may. be so designated, for the businecss
conducted there looks very much like that of an
organized ggvernmont, or at loast, an established
politioal association. There is a trenniacy dopart-
ment, o war department, an exeoutive or ecivil de-
partment, a navy‘department, a guard-room and
armory, &ec. 'I'ﬁé building is in Beventeenth-stroet,
and is one of the most magnificent private resi-
donces in this city. The bubble is vory large, and
with the sunof hopo shining upon it, is very beanti-
ful, but I fear that a puff of adversity will soon come
to becloud the sun and burst the beautiful bubble.

The wire pullers and betting men are enjoying
themselves to their hearts' content. Lanst night
there were three ratification meetingy, and some
more pools were made up at Lafayette Hall, In
pool first, RonenTs sold for $85, Horrman for $40,
Hrecxer for $4, and GunTHER 8ame price.

The Herald is out with an article to-day assert-
ing that in November, 1865, notwithetanding the
withdrawal of the theatrical patronage, it publish-
ed ono hundred and fifteen and a half columns of
advertisements more than it did in November,
1864; this, at an average of $160 por column, foots
up to over $17,000, and this, thérefore, the Herald
claims to make monthly out of the manager row.
Notwithstanding this, Bexwerr can’t help show-
ing how mad he is, and in this very issne exhibits
his spleen in an absurd manner by publishing &
lengthy criticiem of Bmav's Opera Company in
Chiecago.

Bat it seoms Max has a will of his own, and is
rather jealous of his prerogative, as regards
French dictation; and Dr. Gwin, already socure in
his rank and position, was in tho city of Mexico
for months before he thought it worth his while
to call on the Emperor—all the while engaged in
the nffairs of his nascent colony. Agents ware sent
to California, Nevada and Oregon, to encourage
immigration to Bonora. When ot length he
sent his oredentials to BMax, the latter reforred
him to his Minister. Dr. Gwin took this in high
dudgeon, aaying that he was not in the habit of
treating with enbordinates—that at Paris he al-
ways negotiated with the Emperor himself. But
this produced no change in the angry MAXIMILIAN..
GwiN goes back to Narorzox, and complains to
the great Pasha of his Emir's misbehaviour. Na-
poLEON gave him another letter, But on the Doc-

LETTER FROM COLUMBIA,

[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.]

Corumsia, Decomber 7.—Your unfortunate cor-
respondent imagined yesterday, at the hour of ad-
journment of the House, that ho would have a
holiday, as that body had adjourned over until
Friday; but on reaching the hotel he learned that
the Benate, boing behind hand in work, had deter-
mined to sit to-day. In the faithful diseharge of
his duly, he went to the College Library this morn-
ing, and spent a great part of the day in listening
to the District Court Bill. As the time was spent
in fixing the salarics of Judges, nothing occurred
that would interest your readers, who certainly
caro nothing about what the District Judge of
Baruwell or Colleton may be allowed for his valu-
ablo services,

The only other matter that was under conside-
ration, was a resolution offered by Mr, Hemeniny,
to empower the Bank of the State to borrow for
the State the sum of one hundred thousand dol-
lars, for tho payment of which, within one year,
the faith of the State should be pledged. This
opencd the batterics of the opponents of tho
bank, and several specches were made,

Genoral Winnians said that this was the Tro-
jan horse on which the bank designed to ride
again into power, and Mr. TrLiaax said that it was
n rotten, stinking institution; that its little asscts
are employed to subsidizo the press of the State,
and to purchase the tongues of its orators. He
further said that ho never saw so cool a picee of
cfirontery as Lhe statement of the President, that
he had opened an offico of deposit, which means
that the State iu to pay the salaries of officers.

The measure was supported by Mr. Buist and
others, but, before o vote could be taken, the
clock struck four, and, as that had Leen agreed
upon as the hour of adjournment, the hammer of
the President fell, and the Senate adjourncd. The
measure will probably be passed to-morrow. Itis
necessary that tho State should have funds, and
no one is 8o able to obtain them for her as the
able President of that Banl, which has so long and
80 well discharged the duty of hor fiscal agent.
Thoe opposition to the Bank of the State is
largely founded on the political influence that
such o body may exercise, but no man can assert
that its present managers have ever prostituted
her to any such purpose. She has cortainly kept
the, State comparatively free from taxation, and
preserved her credit unsullied ; and if the State,
at any time more than another, required hor sor-
vices, that time is the present. One change, how-
ever, would be beneficial. The number of Diree-
tors should be small, and no Director should, at
any time, and under any circumstances, be allow-
ed to borrow money from the Bank, or to endorsoe
any noto offered thore for discount. Each Direc-
tor should be allowed fivo dollars a day for his
services. Tho tone of Bouth Carolina merchants
has, up to the present time, been generally too
high for them to jseck such positions merely for
the purpose of bolstering up a failing oredit; but

and it is, perhaps, the part of prudence to guard
carcfully against every contingency.
